LONDON, May 12—A 2,000- plane Allied raiding fleet blasted five synthetic oil plants in central Ger- 


many

in France and Belgium. 


Laying down a thunder- 
ous challenge to the batter- 
ed Luftwaffe, an estimated 
1,000 American bombers 
with an Allied fighter escort 
of about the same size, rac- 
ed deep into the Nazi home- 
land to bomb and burn the 
vital oil installations at 
Merseburg, Lutzendorff, 
Bohlen, and Zeit, in south- 
central Germany, and Brux, 
just across the frontier in 
pre-war Czechoslovakia, 
Excited German radio broadcasts 

said violent air battles swirled 
across hundreds of miles of Nazi 
territory from the Rhineland to 
the target areas and back, and re- 
turning fighter pilots agreed that 
they had run into some of the 
toughest opposition of the war.

Editorially the London Daily Ex- 
press warned that unity of the Em- 
pire rests on its common history, its 
language and its tradition, and can- 
not be extended to all nations mere- 
ly by protocols and agreements,

Other 
targets pounded included rail 
yards at Ferrara, Genoa’s 
docks, Civitavecchia, Pimbino, 
Santo Stefano, the naval base 
of La Spezia, Chivari, Tar- 
quina, and Portoferraio on the 
Island of Elba.

L. Mackenzie King’s speech to 
members of the British Parlia- 
ment Thursday afternoon has 
crystallized opinion against any 
form of Commonwealth central- 
ization and has made certain 
agreement by the prime ministers 
in support of a world organiza- 
tion, 

Everywhere in the British press 
and in conversations you now hear 
discussions on a National League. 
The weaknesses of the old League 
must be removed but the principle 
of collective security, along the 
lines of the Moscow declaration 
must be affirmed. 

Theories of Commonwealth unity 
on a regional basis, which nobody 
has ever tried to rationalize, or of 
a world power bloc, as described by 
Lord Halifax, with the Common- 
wealth as one of the titans has 
faded out.

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DC-4 Transport 
Plane Favored 
By Beaverbrook

OTTAWA, May 12—Choice by 
Canadian authorities of the Doug- 

las “DC-4" transport plane for 
post-war use on domestic trunk 
lines operated by TCA has won 
vigorous approval from Lord 

Beaverbrook, British lord privy 
seal, and former aircraft produc- 
tion manager. 

This was disclosed in a private 
letter received by Hon. C. D. Howe, 
minister of munitions and supply, 
who read the letter to parliament 
after the Progressive Conservative 
opposition insisted that he table it, 
because he had referred to it. Mr. 
Howe did not table the letter, but 
its contents were left on the record. 


STRONG CONDEMNATION 

Choice of DC-4 earned strong con- 
demnation from Premier George 
Drew of Ontario, and others when 
it was announced last March 17. 

Mr. Howe also said Canada 
would continue to press its pro- 
posed international air transport 
convention as a basis of discussion 
with other nations, despite Beaver- 
brook’s action in abandoning it 
after he had presented it to the 
Americans recently at aviation 
policy discussions in London. 
Beaverbrook said in London he had 
abandoned it because the, Ameri- 
cans regarded it as too rigid a basis 
for discussion at the coming inter- 
national conference on air trans- 
port problems. 

Mr. Howe said: “Our views 
may bé modified as a result of 
discussion, but we will continue 
to press them in any conference 
to which we are invited.” The 


minister added: “The Canadian 
proposals were not presented to 
the United Kingdom-American 
conference for acceptance or re- 
jection.” 

He disclosed that further bilateral 
discussions will be held before a 
general international conference on 
air transport problems. Presumably 
this referred especially to forth- 
coming discussions on the part of 
Russian representatives with Ame- 
rican, British and Canadian author- 
ities, 


DETAILED PLAN 

The Canadian draft convention 
lays down a detailed plan for an 
international regulatory authority 
with powers of enforcement of its 
provisions, including allocation of 
freqeuncies of air services and na- 
tional quotas for international traf- 
fic, 

The recent Anglo-American dis- 
cussions resulted in agreement 
that the coming international con- 
ference should attempt to set up 
a world convention on air naviga- 
tion, to be implemented by an 
international transport organiza- 
tion, which would evolve standards 
seeking to eliminate uneconomic 
competition, work out for each 
nation an equitable participation 
in world air transport, and main- 
tain broad equilibrium between 
transport capacity and traffic of- 
fering. 

Mr. Howe placed on record a 
statement along these lines already 
given in London by Beaverbrook. 

After protesting, Howe agreed to 
read the Beaverbrook letter to par- 
liament, the main section of which 
said: 

THREE MAIN POINTS 

“Three points emerge from our 
discussions with Americans: 

1. The Americans have accepted, 
as a basis for negotiations, the sub- 
committee report on international 
control, which resulted from our 
Commonwealth conversations; 

2. The subject of air bases and 
their post-war use has yet to be 
discussed; 

3, We are agreed on the principle 
of colonial cabotage, that is, a 
nation has rights of cabotage on all 
air lines to and within its colonies 
and dependencies, 

“We hoped to carry the Ameri- 
cans with us on the structure of 
your draft convention. We went 
through it with them line by line, 
but they felt that they had so 
many reservations to make that 
it could not be taken as a basis, 
Instead we adopted the Common- 
wealth report which, as you know, 
contains the same general pro- 
visions in a flexible form.” 

The Commonwealth report refer- 
red to, while it has not been made 
public, is known to consist of two 
features, the proposal for a world 
air navigation convention, and a 
world authority to regulate air 
transport. 


DEALS WITH PLANE 


Final passage in the Beaverbrook 
letter dealt with the Douglas DC-4 
transport, Beaverbrook wrote: 
“Your version of the Douglas DC-4 
with Merlin engines should make a 
fine transport. I imagine it will 
show its heels to its American-built 
cousins across the border. A Can- 
adian-built product of this sort 
should create an excellent impress- 
ion, Adequate numbers of commer- 
cial aircraft will be the crux of the 
immediate post-war period in civil 
aviation,

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City Council 
Hears Reports 
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it is proposed to refinance carry 
the higher interest rates, and the 
average rate for 1944 is approxi- 
mately 5.26 per cent. 

In his report Mayor Fry point- 
ed out the following disadvant- 
ages: The proposed loan contin- 
ues to require payment of prin- 
cipal and interest in either Unit- 
ed States or Canadian funds, at 
the holder’s option. At the pres- 
ent rate of exchange this would 
mean 11% on the annual interest 
payments. This condition has 
been very onerous for the city 
during lengthy periods in past 
years, but it should. be noted that 
the refinancing plan calls for no 
principal payments during the 
first four years and that the rate 
of interest is being reduced from 

a coupon rate ranging from 42 to 

5’ per cent to a rate ranging 

from three to 3% per cent. 

Another disadvantage pointed out 
by Mayor Fry was the payment of 
duplicate interest for a period of 
two and one-half months. This will 
cost the city approximately $70,000. 

The duplication of interest pay- 
ment is caused by the U.S. Secur- 
ities Exchange Commission insist- 
ing that the new issue be dated 
May 15, instead of July 15 as it had 
been proposed by the city. 

He pointed out also that when 
negotiations were begun a price of 
3.92 per cent was indicated as the 
basis of discussion by the under- 
writers but, unfortunately, the rec- 
ognized practice of calculation on 
municipal issues in the United 
States differs from that of Canada, 
as used by Canadians officials, with 
the result that the price quoted ac- 
cording to the underwriters, is 95,71 
per cent instead of 96.3452 per cent 
as quoted by the commissioners. 
This makes a difference of $58,216. 


In strongly recommending the 
acceptance of the result of the New 
York negotiations Mayor Fry point- 
ed out that the loan is in a foreign 
country, that it is for a substantial 
amount, spread over a long period 
of years; that there are tax exemp- 
tion features to the buyers such as 
obtain in American municipals, and 
which are a large factor in the pre- 
vailing low rates that they obtain. 


He pointed out also that the price 
offered does not appear to be out 
of line with current sales of Can- 
adian debentures in the United 
States market. 

He quoted the following in sup- 
port of this: Province of Manitoba 
412%, due Aug. 1, 1951, 3.65% basis; 
Province of Manitoba 442%, due 
Aug. 1, 1957, 3.92% basis; Province 
of Manitoba 5%, due Aug, 1, 1954, 
4.00% basis; Province of Saskatche- 
wan 44%, due Aug. 1, 1955, 5.60% 
basis; Province of Saskatchewan 
4'2%, due Aug. 1, 1957, 5.43% basis; 
City of Vancouver 412%, due Aug. 
1, 1964, 4.20% basis; City of Van- 
couver 5% due Aug. 1, 1970, 4.25% 
basis; City of Regina 52%, due 
Aug. 1, 1949, 4.50% basis. 

In making his recommendation, 
Mayor Fry pointed out “that while 
no one can forecast the probable 
trend of the market or the future 
level of interest rates, nevertheless 
very substantial savings accrue to 
the city under this refinancing 
plan, and an entirely new credit 
rating will have been established 
and the way opened for the com- 
pletion of the entire refinancing 
operation, It seems to me that the 
city should take advantage of the 
present substantial saving rather 
than depend on the uncertainties 
of the future. I, therefore, strongly 
recommend the acceptance by the 
city of the offer of the under- 
writers.” 

In his report, City Commissioner 
John Hodgson deals at length with 
the difference in Canadian and 
United States computation of the 
interest rate. He said that when 
this plan was first placed before 
city council the rate of interest 
was indicated at 3.92 per cent to 
produce a price of 96,346 to give a 
yield of $8,815,659 on an issue of 
$9,150,000. Under the United States 
method of computation the price 
worked out at 95.39 giving a yield 
of $8,728,185, a difference of $87,474, 

It was pointed out to the execu- 
tives of the underwriters that if 
their basis of computation was to 
stand, it would result in an 

interest rate to the city of 4.02 

per cent instead of 3.92 as under- 

stood when negotiations were 


completed in Edmonton. 

Negotiations brought an in- 
creased offer of 95.71 which re- 
duced the bid on their basis of 
computation from 3.92 per cent to 
3.89 per cent, 

This gives an overall interest 
rate on the city’s basis of computa- 
tion of 3.989 per cent and a total 
yield of $8,757,465 which is approx- 
imately $39,000 over the amount of 
$8,718,054 required to redeem the 
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United States bonds outstanding to 
the year 1951. 

Commissioner Hodgson points 
out that this is a larger conces- 
sion than would appear at first 
sight because the municipal bond 
market has weakened .04 points 
within the last two weeks. Sup- 
Porting this statement he gives 
quotations on municipals as fol- 
lows: March 1, 1.65 per cent; 
April 1, 1.65 per cent, and May 1, 
1.69 per cent. 

He listed the following advant- 
ages to the city from the proposed 
refinancing: 

1—The sum to be received by the 
city is $8,757,465.00, which is $38,- 
811.00 in excess of the sum neces- 
sary to be deposited with the Bank 
of the Manhattan Company for re- 
demption of principal on August 1st 
next. From this sum must be de- 
ducted $30,000.00 for the cost of 
the registration statement with the 
S.E.C,, leaving a credit balance of 
$8,811.00, which, under the ruling of 
the Foreign Exchange Control 
Board, can be retained in New York 
toward the payment of Aug. 1 in- 
terest on the bonds to be redeemed. 


CITY ACCOUNTS 


2—As the various city accounts 
own approximately $800,000 of the 
bonds to be redeemed, it will re- 
ceive a premium of $80,000 when 
this amount of money is remitted to 
Canada, 

3—It will enable the city to call 
an additional $2,119,702.00 of its 
Canadian and British bonds on 
August let next, thereby reducing 
the interest charges by more than 
$36,500.00 per annum. 

4—On the Sterling payment of 
$632,667.00 included in the above 
figure, there will be a profil on ex- 
change of 8.1 per cent, or $51,567.00. 

5—It would enable the City to call 
a total of $13,638,355.00 on its pres- 
ent high interest rate bonds on 
August 1st next, of which $4,484,- 
167.00 would be a net reduction in 
bonded indebtedness, entirely eli- 
minating the annual charges there- 
on. 


MAXIMUM TERM 

6—The whole of the new bonds 
would be on a 20-year maximum 
term as against 23 years for the 
existing bonds, saving the interest 
charges for a period of three years 
(1945-7), 

7—Under the proposed issue 
there would be no principal repay- 
ments until the 15th of May, 1948, a 
period of four years, by which time 
it is hoped, and anticipated, that 
the exchange situation will have 
been overcome. 

8—If this issue is placed now it 
would be possible to float an addi- 
tional loan in the United States 
with very little extra cost for re- 
vision of S.E.C. statements to take 
out the remaining U.S. pays of 
$2,039,000.00 at present carrying in- 
terest at more than 5 per cent with- 
in the next few months, for call on 
the first of February next, as the 
S.E.C. registration is good for 12 
months. 

9, It would also clear the way for 
the refinancing of $6,420,000.00 
carrying an average of about 5% 
interest on Canadian and Sterling 
holdings by means of an entirely 
Canadian issue, or issues, at the 
present low market rates. These 
are all held up at present under

“powerful and influential voices in 
this country” preached the opposite 
faith in the intervening years be- 
tween wars.

NEED 2,000 BRANCHES 

The setting up of an agricultural 
bank would mean the establish- 
ment of 1,000 to 2,000 branches in 
all parts of Canada, the minister 
said. It would mean duplication of 
the whole banking system. 

“The government feels that the 
commercial banking field is a field 
which the government should keep 
out of,” he said. 

Practically all loans to farmers 
would be of a somewhat similar 

nature and could easily be han- 
died by commercial banks. In- 
dustrial loans would be few in 
number and each one of them 
likely was to be different. 

The proposed industrial bank 
would probably have a branch in 
each province if this ‘was found 
necessary. 

The minister said he had. some- 
thing to say about the speech of 
Mr. Slaght. 

“He said that our banks formed 
a monopoly and he used the word 
monopoly in the sense of a holder 
of a franchise. He used the word 
monopoly in a way which would 
mean that even the banks of the 
United States were a monopoly.” 


SUGGESTION UNFAIR 

Mr, Isley said it was most unfair 
to suggest that shareholders of the 
banks were entitled only to a return 
on the original investment, when 
one‘at least was more than 125 years 

old. 

All the “great figures” about bank 
earnings came down to the fact 
that in 1943—a good year—the banks.) 
earned only 6.03 per cent. of the 
shareholders’ equity. 

Government borrowings from 
the Bank of Canada would lead to 
increased deposits in the charter- 
ed banks, which they would have 
to service. To service such a loan 
totalling $3,000,000,000 would cost 
the banks $22,500,000 annually, 
which would represent an addi- 
tional tax. The banks would seek 
to pass this extra cost on—to the 
employees, those using bank ser- 
vices, shareholders or depositors.

They had been held too// 
rigid in some particulars by the 
Americans, and agreement was 
reached on broader principles for 
discussion at a forthcoming inter- 
national conference. 

Mr. Howe said the Canadian 
policy was prepared as a basis 
for the discussion of international 
problems, and had been pre- 
sented to the British- American 
meeting as “the view of the 
United Kingdom government.” 

The minister said that Canada 

would be represented at a United 
Nations conference on civil avia- 
tion. 

ATTENTION “AMAZING” 

It was. “amazing” that the Can- 
adian plan had received as much 
study as had been given it, for it 
had been the subject of comment in 
aviation circles in “a good many 
countries.” 

Mr. Howe said he had made clear 
he would be surprised if the Can- 
adian proposals were accepted with- 
out many changes as a basis for in- 
ternational agreement, but already 
it had proved useful. Canada would 
not attempt to prepare another 
document at this time, but would 
continue to press the views it had 
stated at any conference to which 
she was invited. 

Mr. Diefenbaker said Mr. Howe 
had quoted from a letter written by 
Lord Beaverbrook April 26, while 
the British minister had made 
his statement about rejection of 
the Canadian Plan in the house 
of Lords Wednesday.

What Prime Minister King said to the 
joint session of the House of Commons and 
the House of Lords in London was some- 
thing that needed to be said, tactfully but 
firmly. Mr, King said it that way, and said 
it in the right place, 

This declaration was timely because 
both inside the Empire and outside there 
have been suggestions that the British 
Dominions cannot be loyal to each other 
and at the same time co-operate whole- 
heartedly in an attempt to promote policies 
which will make for the peace and prosper- 
ity of all countries. That is a monstrous 
misapprehension; whether on the part of 
Imperialists or Internationalists, There is 
no conflict between these ideas, construed 
with a sense of reality. 

This strange structure that is mis- 
called the British ‘empire’ cannot be 
rebuilt on the pattern of the old Roman 
Empire. Nor could the “empire” prosper, 
if it could even exist, if it became merely 
an aggregation of hermit nations living in 
semi-aloofness from gentile states, It is 
not a world power but a group of powers, 
each far removed from the others, and 
each involved in commercial and political 
trends in a region with which the others 
are not in immediate contact. 

In such circumstances any policy of 
isolation is impossible, for any Dominion 
and for all of them together. Each has its 
own problems to solve and must adopt 
policies to that end. If it is suggested that 
this will or may weaken the ties which 
bind the Dominions together, let the record 
of the two world wars bear witness to the 
precisely contrary fact. Empire solidarity 
and international co-operation are not in- 
consistent conceptions. 

Mr. King spoke for the great majority 
of the people of Canada when he said: “In 
matters of paramount interest to Canada 
we Shall as occasion may demand speak 
with our own voice, both inside and outside 
the Commonwealth.” The ovation in which 
the members of the British Houses joined 
at the close of his speech shows that noth- 
ing less than this is expected of Canada— 
or any of the other Dominions.

Temperamental Teachers 


Complaints have been made to the Ed- 
monton School Board by a number of par- 
ents that a certain teacher in a certain 
school has acquired a temperament incom- 
patible with the best interests of her 
pupils, It is understood that a number of 
parents held aloof from the protest for 
fear that, should the move to dismiss this 
teacher be unsuccessful, their children 
might fall under her retaliatory dis- 
pleasure, 

Now it is not the function of news- 
papers to try charges against school 
teachers, There is not even an inference 
eis that these charges are sustained in 
act. 

But the circumstances call for comment 
for two reasons: 

First, because incompetent and incom- 
patible school teachers are so exceedingly 
rare that the alleged appearance of one is 
noteworthy, and, secondly, because just as 
the capable and sympathetic teachers ex- 
ercise an infinite influence in the lives of 
children for good, equally so does a poor 
sencner exercise an infinite influence for 

ad. 

One temperamental autocrat of the class 
rooms can sour the educational process for 
an untold number of children. He or she 
can extend an intellectual shadow over 
very many lives, 

There is no suggestion here that the 
teacher in question should be dismissed, 
Only the School Board is competent to de- 
cide that matter. 

_ But public opinion demands, as it 
rightly should, that charges of this kind 
Should be investigated most scrupulously 
and that an effort to be fair to the teacher 
should not lead the Board to forget to be 
fair to the children. 

This course the Edmonton School 
Board will undoubtedly follow. 


Safety First 


Already far beyond their minimum 
quota, Saskatchewan people are continu- 
ing to buy Victory bonds and are in pros- 
pect of rolling up a total of 36 millions, 
instead of the 22 millions officially set. The 
explanation for this remarkable response 
may be found by recalling the experience 
through which the people of that province 
passed in the years when successive crop 
failures intensified the distress imposed by 
the great depression, They evidently intend 
that poor crops or dull times shall not 
again catch them without a heavy reserve 
of buying power in the shape of Dominion 
bonds. 

The moral for people in other proviaces 
does not need to be explained nor empha- 
sized.

The Stalled Railways 


Rommel has taken control of all the 
railways in France, That exposes the hol- 
lowness of the pretence of the Paris radio 
that railway service for civilians was to be 
menely ‘curtailed’. It has in point of fact 


been suspended throughout the country, 


and the civilian population put back into 
the conditions which exist in a region where 
modern transportation is unknown. 

Two inferences are clear. One is that 
Rommel expects the invasion to come svon, 
and to be launched in France. The other is 
that the railways have been so damaged by 
Allied bombing as to make them hopeless 
for the quick transfer of Nazi defence 
forces to whatever points may be attacked 
or threatened. Military drive is therefore 
to be applied in hope of restoring some 
measure of efficiency, and probably Ger- 
man work troops are to replace French 
railwaymen in maintaining and operating 
the railways, 

The forgotten men at Vichy seem to 
have been again forgotten in this as in 
other recent control measures in France. 
Laval may strut in the empty dignity of 
chief of state and Petain pose in whatever 
semblance of authority and pomp is still 
permitted to him. Neither of them counts 
for anything in the actual running of the 
country. Whether they are ignored because 
they are helpless to keep the population in 
subjection, or because Hitler suspects they 
are about to change sides again, are alter- 
native speculations either of which is 
possible.

Save Your Fats in Metal Can 


They Are Needed in the 
Making of Munitions 
And Medicines 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
Once again the local salvage 

authorities are asking us to turn in 

our salvaged fats. Take them to 
your nearest fire hall, beginning 

Monday. 

A recent study shows that only 
14 per cent of the women living in 
a representative district of this 
country are saving all the fat they 
can. A mere 46 per cent are con- 
serving more than half of what they 
should. Those conducting the sur- 
vey report that housewives do not 
comply fully because they are ig- 
norant of the technique involved. 

Here is some information that 
should help in clearing up some of 
the common difficulties. 

First we will consider drippings. 
The fat left in the pan after bacon 
or sausage or ham has been fried, 
the fat that “cooked out” of a pork, 
beef or lamb roast, the fat desposit- 
ed in the broiler by chops or steaks 
—all come under the head of drip- 
pings. Skimmings—the fat taken 
from the top of stew or soup—might 
also be included in this category. 

While still in a liquid state drip- 
pings should be poured into a clean 
receptacle, cooled, covered and 
stored in the refrigerator, If they 
are to be for cookery, they are best 
strained through a fine sieve or 
cheesecloth. All kinds such as beef, 
pork or lamb may be mixed toge- 
ther. Skimmings from a hot stew 
or soup should be permitted to 
harden before they are added to 
drippings, while those from a cool 
mixture will be found to be semi- 
hard and may be lifted off easily. 


Drippings 

Drippings have many uses. They 
are good for sauteing potatoes, or 
frying eggs, griddle cakes, meats, 
fish and so on. They may pinch- 
hit for butter in seasoning boiled 
spinach, peas or other boiled vege- 
tables; in making white sauce, or in 
blending the pastry for a meat or 
vegetable pie. 

In baking they may be substitut- 
ed, measure for measure, for the 
shortening called for In the recjpe, 
provided the product is either a 
quick bread or strong in flavor— 
spice cookies, gingerbread, spice or 


chocolate cake, molasses pudding 
and so on. They must not be em-| 
ployed in a butter cake or in a 
pastry for a fruit pie, as their savor 
is too pronounced. 


From Trimmings 

The hard white fat that is cut 
from uncooked meat such as steaks, 
chops and roasts, goes under the 
name of trimmings. The fat derived 
from an uncooked fowl might also 
be mentioned here. 

Finely chopped trimmings may be 
used to grease a griddle or baking 
pans, to baste lean meat, to aid in 
the braising of steaks, chops, ete. 
if trimmings and poultry fat are 
rendered or melted, they are use- 
ful in any of the ways suggested for 
employing drippings. 

To render trimmings, chop or 
grind them, put in a double boiler 
over low heat, or place in a drip- 
ping pan and set in a very slow 
oven. 

Sometimes it seems desirable to 
free a salvaged fat, whether it be of 
the trimmings or drippings order, 
of particles of food, strong odors 
or flavors. One way to do it isto 
melt the substance, then add a small 
sliced potato for each pound or 
pint of fat. Let it heat gradually 
and when the potato is brown, re- 
move it and strain the liquid 
through cheesecloth or a fine sieve. 


Store as you would any fat and use 
as you would drippings. 

Fats yield glycerine, requisite in 
making munitions and~ medicines, 
and hence is vitally needed. The 
Government has specified that gly- 
cerine may be derived from rancid 
fats and those that are odoriferous 
or burned or strong-flavored, 

In saving fat for salvage, a job 
that is almost as messy as it is 
necessary, a metal can must be used 
rather than a glass jar. The tin can 
may be of any size or shape, smooth- 
rimmed or not. Into it will be pour- 
ed the drippings that cannot be em- 
ployed in cookery. 

Fat is saved in small ways for the 
most part. For example, some re- 
cent experiments showed that three 
shoulder lamb chops may yield 
about two and a half teaspoons of 
grease when broiled—an amount 
that seems trivial, but that should 
be salvaged none the less. It was 
discovered, too, that eight frank- 
furters may provide about four tea- 
spoons of fat. The way to get at this 
is to let the water cool in which the 
frankfurters have boiled, and then 
skim off the grease, The trimmings 
from a quarter-pound of boiled ham, 
to be used in sandwiches, may yield 
around a tablespoon and a half of 
fat, to be melted, of course. 

Take your salvaged fats to the 
nearest fire hall after Monday.

Whatever political or territorial 
adjustments may be made, there 
will be no prospect of stability in 
Poland, unless the rights of Polish 
Catholics are maintained in Poland 
proper and in any parts of pre-war 
Poland that might go to the Soviet 
Union, 

It was announced that Father 
Orlemanski intended to go from 
Moscow to Vatican City. That visit 
has been called off, perhaps be- 
cause of war conditions, perhaps be- 
cause of the hostile campaign here, 
But I see no reasonable explanation 
of the importance attached by 
Stalin to this visit, except as an 
overture for negotiations which 
might eventually lead to satisfac- 
tory relations between the Soviet 
Union, the Vatican and the religious 
communities of all creeds.

This price has been cancelled, and 
under a new price the United 
States will have rights to sufficient 
oi] to keep its refinery running for 
the duration, plus rights te a 
maximum reserve of 60,000,000 
barrels after the war. Canada has 
an option to buy the refinery after 
the war. 

After a provision by which local 
requirements of the region will 
have first claim on oil production, 
the new contract provides that Im- 
perial Oil must recognize a United 
States government claim to half 
the oil up to 30,000,000 barrels, 
produced in the proven field at 
cost plus 20 cents a barrel. Whether 
this price will be higher or less 
than $1.25 will depend on cost 
factors not yet fully known. It is 
probably a better price for the 
United States government, since 
the average United States price is 
78 cents. Whether Canol will be 
able to compete with other fields 
will depend on substantial expane 
sion on economical terms in fue 
ture.

Vital Air Transport 
By Maj. A. P. de Seversky 


At an aeronautical meeting at Las Vegas, Nevada, on 
April 17, where I shared the platform honors with L. Welch 
Pogue, chairman of the Civil Aeronautics Board, I heard him 
plead for the return to the air lines of at least some of the 
planes taken from them when the war started. Vital trans- 
port inside the country, he argued, “is an important part of

That very day, speaking at the

priority passengers and express are 
presumed’ to be necessary in the 
interest of prosecuting the war;

Failure to accommo- 
date them means that victory is be- 
ing delayed.” 

These two expressions—one by a 
government official, the other by a 
private air lines official—point up 
a situation that merits more public 
attention and understanding than it 
has been receiving. A revision of 
the government's policy on air lines 
eouipment has long been overdue, 
and our national production has 
long been at a level that should 
make revision feasible.

Indeed, the continued stifling of 
our air transport seems unneces- 
sary and illogical.

fic, the artificial restraints on Am- 
erican air lines look like a serious 
blunder, It can be explained only 
by the fact that aeronautical affairs 
in the United States, instead of be- 
ing unified in one department are 
split among half a dozen or more 
agencies, none of which has over- 
all policy-making authority, 

In March, 1942, the President lim- 
ited all our air lines to an aggre- 
gate of 200 planes, which meant 
diversion of about 150 to military 
purposes. The action was entirely 
justified by the acute shortage of 
equipment, That justification, I 
believe, no longer holds good. We 
are now producing about 1000 
transport planes a month, perhaps 
a third of them of the DC3 type 
used by the air lines. Presumably 
this time produced

endangered. America’s advantage 
in this super-technological war is 
in its greater output, higher levels 
of research, speed, ability to use 
machines instead of human lives to 
promote victory. If the home front 
is neglected and disorganized, the 
fighting front must feel it and must 
pay for it with lives. 


KILLING GOOSE 
By unduly hamstringing indus- 
trial and other home activities, we 


are really killing the goose that 
laid the golden egg—the goose of 
technological superiority. Because 
the Japs eat with chopsticks, there 
is no reason why we should throw 
away our knives and forks. Amer- 
icans are trained to transact busi- 
ness with the help of telephones, 
typewriters and adding machines; 
they are trained to use air transport 
for vital freight, mail, passengers. 
These are advantages which we 
should not throw away on the ex- 
cuse of nillitary necessity. In fact 
it would’ take us a whole genera- 
tion to retrain America along more 
primitive lines. The concept of 
military necessity should be ex- 
tended to embrace the home front, 
Air lines are not luxuries but abso- 
lute necessities. 

A mere 150 planes can make the 
difference between efficiency and 
inefficiency in our internal trans- 
port system. Personally I am con- 
vinced that at the present stage the 
government can afford to turn back 
several times the number of planes 
it borrowed from the air lines and 
that national efficiency would re- 
ceive a needed shot in the arm 
from such expansion, Our ability 
to move faster than other peoples 
is one of the factors that guarantees 
victory and we should not impair 
that advantage. 

Naturally, civilians and business 
organizations, including the air 
lines, are perfectly willing to make 
sacrifices. But the imposition of 
unnecessary sacrifices, of a kind 
that hurt home front effectiveness, 
makes no sense. The simple fact is 
that we have reached a point where 
national efficiency is suffering be- 
cause all types of transportation, 
including the air lines, are over- 
loaded. Relief is not merely desir- 
able but urgent. 


Restitution of their 150 planes 
to the air lines would dent the 
total by only 1 per cent, but it 
would do wonders in opening 
transport bottle-necks inside the 
country which are definitely 
hampering the home front war 
effort and efficiency. There 
would bé’no problem in manning 
the extra planes, It has been re- 
vealed that our air forces are 
curtailing the training of pilots 
and technicians; about 10,000 sea- 
soned instructors and 32,000 
young men are being turned back 
to Army ground forces, 

No general ever feels that he has 
enough soldiers, No admiral ever 
has enough ships. No airman feels 
that he has enough planes. All the 
same, the phrase “military neces- 
sity’ should not be permitted to 
cut into our domestic life to the 
point where national efficiency is

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Legislation Outlined 


Interest on Housing Loans 
Is Reduced to 4% Per Cent., 


New Ceiling Fixed at $5,000) 


OTTAWA, May 12.—(CP 


)—Finance Minister Ilsley yes- 


terday announced immediate reduction in the interest on new 
loans under the National Housing Act from five to 4% per 


cent. 


Action is also being taken to 
finance properties up to $5,000, 
an Increase of $1,000 from the 


present ceiling, Mr. lisley said in 
a statement on housing. 

Mr. Ilsley 
made in the Commons, was design- 
ed to meet a tendency of prospect- 
ive buyers and builders to await the 
government's new housing legisla- 
tion before taking any action, Be- 
cause there was a possibility such 
an attitude might lead to a smaller 
volume of house building than now 
was possible with the supply of 
labor and materials available it was 
considered acyisable to give some 
indication of the nature of the 
housing legislation that would be 
brought down later. 

Provision also would be made in 
the new legislation for extending 
the loans, at some later date, over 
periods of 25 or 30 years, where 
adequate zoning and building re- 
Strictions were applied by the muni- 
cipalities. The present limit of 
loans under the act is 20 years. 

Amendment to the housing legis- 
lation for private building was 
coupled with three other plans to 
meet housing needs, he said. 

They were: 

1—Extension to other commun- 
ities of a plan introduced in Mon- 
treal for construction of low-cost 
projects for which the govern- 
ment would provide 90 per cent of 
the capital and private groups 10 
per cent with their profit limited 
to three or four per cent, 


2—Continuation of the housing 
conversion plan now in operation 
in 15 Canadian municipalities. 

8—Initiation by Wartime Housing 
Ltd., of a program for the construc- 
tion of additional houses to accom- 
modate dependents of members of 
the armed forces. 


OUTLINED PROCEDURE 

At a press conference prior to his 
statement in the House, Mr, Ilsley 
said the reduced rate would not 
apply in any way to purchasers who 
have already signed mortgages. The 
normal procedure for a 20-year loan 
under the act is that it is composed 
of two 10-year loans, but in cases 
where the five per cent interest ap- 
plied on the first loan it would con- 
tinue on the second. 

Mr, Ilsley drew attention in his 
statement to the fact that the Do- 
minion puts up 25 per cent of the 
loan at three per cent with the 
company providing the other 75 
per cent which, on an interest rate 
of 4% per cent to the borrower, 
yields the lending institution five 
per cent, 

Mr. Ilsley said it would be “some 
time” and possibly not until-after 
the war before extension of the 
present 20-year limit could be made 
effective. 

PLAN 30-YEAR LOANS 

“It is our intention to ask for 
authority to make loans up to a 
maximum of 25 or 30 years, but 
loans will be made for so long a 
period only in communities where 
we are satisfied that there is an 
adequate community or regional 
plan governing the future develop- 
ment of the area,” said Mr. Ilsley. 

Persons in need of housing and 
considering building should not, 
however, wait until the longer- 
term loans were available because 
that would probably not be for a 
considerable time. 


With building costs increased 


there was a demand in some com- | 


munities for houses with more bed- 
reom accommodation than could be 
provided under the present restric- 
tions which limit loans to $3,200-- 
80 per cent. of a $4,000 house. 

To assist in meeting this condi- 
tion 96 per cent. loans now may be 
provided on homes with a value of 
$3,200 and the percentage of the 
loan {s reduced until it reaches 80 
per cent. on a $4,000 house. 
UNUSED APPROPRIATION 

The Housing act has, Mr. Ilsley 
said, an unused appropriation of 
$380,000 which it is proposed to use 
to supplement Joans on houses cost- 


ing more than the $4,000 ceiling and |

What he is really doing is buying 
insurance and at the same time 
collecting a premium. 

“The real patriotic sense of this 
country is in wearing @ uniform, 
flying over Europe, being in fox 
holes in Italy and fighting the 
submarines on the seas. That. is 
what | cell real patriotism and | 
will have to be shown yet that ! 
am wrong.” 


Mr. Turner said there was some- 
thing radically wrong with the 
whole financial system which: was 
like “a giant octopus, choking the 
life out of our Canadian nation 
through the interest system.” 

To support his claim he said that 
$40,319,694 had been paid in interest 
by the City of Winnipeg.on deben- 
tures during a period of 14 years, 
while at the same time the city was 
urgently in need of slum clearance, 
new homes, hospitals, parks and 
other public projects. The figures 
he had given for Winnipeg could 
be duplicated in proportion in al- 
most every city, town and mun- 
icipality in the Dominion of Can- 
ada. 

NOT OPERATING FULLY 

Mr. Turner said he believed that 
the Bank of Canada was not oper- 
ating to the full extent in financ- 
|ing public debt and public cor- 
| porations. He had believed that the 
Bank of Canada should lend money 
to public corporations without any 
interest, only making an operating 
charge. He believed the present 
financing system could not go on 
and that the big banking houses 
should be forced out of government 
business, and be left to operate in 
commerce and industry,

Highway Reported

State Medicine 
Report Adopted 
By City Leagues 


Essential features to be consid- 
ered in planning any state medi- 
cine system for Alberta were out- 
lined to the Edmonton Federation 
of Community Leagues Tuesday 
night by Dr. C. B. Willis, chair- 
man of a committee recently ap- 
pointed to conduct a study of re- 
quirements and draft definite 
recommendations. 

The committee was appointed on 
the request of Hon. Dr. W. W. 
Cross, provincial minister of health, 
who solicited definite proposals 
after a resolution submitted by the 
federation edorsed the principle of 
state medicine. 

STRESS PREVENTION 

First requirement, Dr. Willis stat- 
ed in his report, is a system of pre- 
ventive medicine, along with com- 
plete education of the people re- 
garding sickness. A health plan 
must provide equality of service for 
all, and not be designed for the 
low-income group only, he said. 

Dr. Willis’ report was adopted by 
the Federation and will be submit- 
ted to Dr. Cross. 

A letter from F. H. Drayton, 
superintendent of the Children’s 
Aid Department, asking that the 
federation give all possible support 
to newly organized city-wide fast- 
ball league was read. A motion by 
G. Bowen, that this be done, was 
carried, 

Plans for the league were re- 
ported to be fairly well under 
way, and it was pointed out that 
each member would receive a 
free ticket to ball games in Ren- 
frew park and to the Friday night 
fastball games at the Kingsway 
ball diamond. “This should be 
some inducement for boys up to 
18 years to join the league,” said 
Mr. Bowen. 

Jasper Place Community league 
is sponsoring a sports day on May 
24, and the main feature will be the 
fastball competitions. 

Ben Hager made a motion that 
each individual league send a peti- 
tion to the city council voicing its 
approval of the Town Planning 
Commission's recommendation re- 
garding the creation of neighbor- 
hood parks, as outlined by Profes- 
sor C. S. Burgess.

Plan Extensive 
Survey Activity 
In North Areas 


A large number of geological 
parties will carry out extensive 
surveys in Northwest Canada 
this summer, it was announced 
Thursday by Major General W. 
W. Foster, C.M.G., D.S.0., V.D., 
special commissioner for defence 
projects in Northwest Canada, 
The parties are being sent out 

by the Dominion department of 
mines and resources to “make an 
intensive survey this year of the 
potential resources of the area and 
to determine how projects com- 
pleted for war purposes will be of 
service to general development,” 
General Foster said. 

About six parties will go into 
the Mackenzie river district and 
several other parties will work in 
the Yukon territory. 

It was announced last week that 
the U.S. government was with- 
drawing from any further oil ex- 
ploration in this area, 


PARTIES IN B.C, 

In addition to the parties being 
sent out by the Dominion govern- 
ment the British Columbia provin- 
cial government is sending survey 
parties into northern B.C, for gen- 
eral survey work. It was also an- 
nounced that B.C. is sending a 
party in to investigate fisheries in 
the lakes in that province adjacent 
to the Alaska highway. 

Construction work at three north- 
ern airports on the Northwest 
Staging Route is getting under way, 
General Foster stated, and all Can- 
adian civilian labor is being used. 

As far as available, Canadian 
labor is also being used in the 
maintenance of the Alaska High- 
way he said. 

At the end of April this year 
3,000 were employed on all pro- 
jects. More than 600 are working 
on the highway and between four 
and five hundred additional men 
are required. An additional 1,500 
men are needed for construction 
work at airports. 

Individual contractors are em- 
ploying workers through the 
National Selective Service. 

General Foster said that in many 
cases construction companies are 
taking over U.S. equipment at 
northern points and utilizing U.S. 
camps, giving evidence of 
;“good co-operation” existing be- 
{tween the two governments,

First instalment payment of taxes 
due May 16 now amount to $143,- 
860.05 compared with $138,734.44 on 
the same date last year, an in-

Taxes are payable in four in- 
stalments, on May 16, July 17, Sept. 
16, and Nov. 16 

On any instalment or portion 
thereof not paid at the due date a 
penalty equal to one per cent of 
the unpaid amount will be added 
for each month or portion of a 
month that such instalment remains 
unpaid, but the total penalty on 
any instalment up to Dec. 31 shall 
not exceed 6 per cent. 

Arrears: From and after Dec. 31, 
1943, all arrears of taxes are subject 
to penalties it the rate of 6% per 
annum until paid. 

Under the terms of The Tax Re- 
covery Act, 1922, a caveat is filed 
on or before Nov. 12th against the 
title of property on which taxes re- 
main unpaid from the preceding 
year.

Activity Seen 
For Northland 


Tremendous mining develop- | 
ment in the North West Ter- 
ritories and throughout Northern 
Alberta is foreseen by C. H. | 
“Punch” Dickins, Montreal, vice- 
president and general manager of 
the Canadian Pacific Air Lines, 
who arrived here Thursday in the 
course of a routine tour of West- 
ern Canada. He will stop over 
here until Sunday. 

Mr. Dickins was of the opinion 
that mining in the Yellowknife ter- 
ritory would reach large propor- 
tions in the post-war period, and 
will afford a great outlet for em- 
ployment. He stated also that the} 
oil refinery at Whitehorse and the 
Fort Norman oil development, born | 
of war expediency, would be a con- 
tinued industry after the war, 

Potential markets for the product 
of this refinery would be found in 
the North West Territories mining 
development, throughout the Yuk- 
on, Alaska and generally in the 
development of the northland, 

He said that mining develop- 
ments at Yellowknife have proved 
there is large mineralization in this 
territory, and further development, 


together with the continuing of the 
oil refining industry at Whitehorse 
after the war would provide a use- 
ful manpower pool in the post war 
period. 

Edmonton is very fortunate in 
this respect as it will undoubtedly 
be the base from which supplies 
will be sent north for this develop- 
ment, 

Mr. Dickins said that traffic 
on the CPA lines had become 
stabilized with normal operations 
taxed to the limit. Regular sched- 
ules were being maintained and 
operations were extremely satis- 
factory. There has been some de- 

crease in passenger traffic due to 
completion of war contracts in 
the north, but regular scheduled 
traffic was being well maintained. 
There will be no expansion of 
CPA this year but improvements 
will be made in radio communica- 
tions and other services, he stated. 

Asked concerning personnel on 
loan to No. 2 AOS Mr. Dickins 
said they will all come back to the 
company, adding that some already 
have returned,

Ties Up 25 Nazi Divisions 
Italy Offensive Launches First 
Major Blow of 1944 Campaign

LONDON, May 12—The Allied 
high command in Italy has flung a 
full-scale offensive against Marshal 
Von Kesselring's 25 Nazi divisions, 
thus launching the first major blow 
against the Axis of the spring and 
summer of 1944. 

When the Red Army also will 
attack and when Britain and Am- 
erica will strike in the west is any- 
body's guess. The Germans them- 
selves have been guessing for the 
past three weeks and obviously 
think these blows are imminent. 

What matters for the moment is 
that Kesselring’s 25 divisions now 
will not be available for transfer to 
other threatened points of Hitler's 
perimeter.

WITH THE EIGHTH ARMY, Italy, May 12.—Secret re- 
grouping of the British Eighth Army, which includes Cana- 
dian divisions, and the taking over of most of the Allied front 
in Italy for the new big Allied offensive aimed at Rome, was 

| officially disclosed by Gen. Sir Oliver Leese, Eighth Army 
commander, in addressing correspondents in advance of the 


attack. 


“During recent months th 
Eighth Army, while holding a 
considerable sector of the front 
also has been taking over a new 
and more extended line and re- 
grouping,” Leese said. 


“Certain divisions formerly part 
of the Eighth Army have now re- 
turned under this command and 
fresh formations have been ab- 
sorbed.” 

In revealing that the Eighth Army 
again includes famous divisions and 
units which were held by Gen. Sir 
Bernard Montgomery in his ad- 
vance from El Alamein to Sicily, it 
was revealed that the Eighth Army 
front in the offensive which began 
yesterday afternoon stretches from 
the Adriatic Sea to the Cassino sec- 
tor. 


NO REPORT ON CANUCKS 


(Canadian troops were last re- 
ported along the Adriatic end of 
the line, but it was not disclosed if 
their position had been changed in 
the re-grouping.) 

Leese warned the correspondents 
against over-optimism or exaggera- 
tion of successes.

Jap Stronghold 
Heavily Bombed 


KANDY, Ceylon, May 12—(CP)— 
largest Allied air force concen- 
tration ever concentrated over one 
target in the India-Burma theatre 
dropped nearly 200 tons of ex- 
plosives on Ningthougkohong, a 
Japanese stronghold two miles 
south of Bisenhpur in Hanipur 
state May 8 and 9, it was disclosed 
today. 

The full force of the explosives 
smashed down on a fortified area of 
1,200 square yards of embedded 
tanks, pillboxes and bunkers man- 
ned by thousands of troops,

LONDON, May 12—Reconnais- 
sance reports indicated today that 
the non-stop Allied air bombard- 
ment has driven the Germans

The Germans have abandoned 
their front-line airfields and the 
majority of their anti-aircraft guns 
over a “huge area,” airmen partici- 
pating in the all-out attacks soften- 
ing western Europe for an Allied 
landing said. 

“The tactical air force squadrons 
from Britain now have succeeded 
in driving the enemy right -back 
from the positions he held so long,” 
an R.A.F. Typhoon fighter-bomber 
pilot told newsmen. “It seems that 
everything that can be pulled back 
has gone.” 

NO MAN’S LAND 

The London Daily Telegraph 
estimated that 30 to 50 miles of 
desolate no man’s land stretches 
behind the invasion coast in which 
“no trains run, no people can be 
seen, few guns fire and the luft- 
waffe is absent.” 

There was no suggestion, how- 
ever, that the Germans have aban- 
doned all the concrete and steel 
pill boxes and other underground 
fortifications which dot the coast, 
although many probably have been 
knocked out by the rain of Allied 
explosives. 

The military correspondent of 
the London Daily Express said 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, Ger- 
many’s anti-invasion commander, 
still was rushing tanks and anti- 
tank guns into France as fast as 
possible. 

Neutral military observers, he 
said, estimated that Rommel now 
has seven complete panzer divisions 
—1,400 tanks and 84,000 men— 
massed in the west in addition to 
45 or more infantry divisions.

The 
original picture—up until June, 
1940, before the entry of the Ger- 
man hordes—was one of the main 
attractions in the Louvre in Paris. 

When Mother's Day celebrations 
became general, the white carna- 
tion was adopted as the emblem 
and gift of the occasion. But the 
dual obstacle arose that it was 
difficult to supply the demand for 
white carnations, and there was a 
feeling that something more color- 
ful was required. ' 


WHITE CARNATIONS 

Thus, custom has decreed that 
persons who have lost their 
mothers now wear white carna- 
tions, while others wear carnations 
of any color of their own selection. 

The custom of holding a festival 
in honor of motherhood is not new. 
The ancient Greeks honored Cy- 
bele, mother of the gods. It was 
introduced into Rome and cele- 
brated on the Ides of March, which 
fell on the fifteenth.

All of you will remember the 
seven wonders of the world which 
you studied in ancient history—in 
making up a list of the seven wond- 
ers of the world today, X-Rays are 
included as one of the seven most 
wonderful things that we have. 

X-Rays were discovered in 1895 
by Professor Rontgen, a professor 
of physics in Wurzburg, Bavaria. 
Professor Rontgen was doing some 
experiments with a Crooke’s tube 
when he noticed that although the 
discharge tube was covered with 
black paper, which of course cut 
off all visible light from the tube, 
nevertheless a nearby screen be- 
came fluorescent that is, the screen 
emitted light rays. Rontgen names 
these electromagnetic pulsations or 
waves, X-Rays. 

One of the striking properties of 
the newly discovered X-Rays was 
their power to penetrate materials 
not penetrated by ordinary light 
waves. Whereas, the ordinary light 
was stopped, the X-Rays would 
shoot right on through. As an illus- 
tration, suppose you stand in front 
of an ordinary electric light, your 
body will shut off this kind of light. 
It is opaque to it. But you can stand 
in front of X-Rays and these rays 
will penetrate your flesh very 
easily. 

Before the discovery of these rays 
the only way that it was possible to 
see inside the body was to first cut 
away the skin and muscular cover- 
ing; without cutting away these 
portions, it was impossible to see 
the deeper tissues. With the dis- 
covery of X-Rays, it became pos- 
sible to see the deeper tissue with- 
out cutting and without inconveni- 
encing the patient. Therefore, doc- 
tors using these rays, for the first 
time in history, had a way of study- 
ing the inside of the body. E 

The flesh of the human body is 
much more transparent to X-Rays 
than are the bones. Because the 


comes possible to see them. Ex- 
amination of the bones is certainly 
an important part of the X-Ray ex- 
amination of today. With X-Rays, 
studies are made of bones affected 
by fracture, arthritis, tuberculosis, 
rickets, etc. Using X-Rays, it be- 
comes possible to study the in- 
visible roots of the teeth and to 
determine whether abscesses have 
formed about the roots. Upon this 
depends the value of X-Rays in 
dentistry. 

In addition to the power of X- 
Rays to pass through materials 


fluoroscope will yield a great deal 
of very valuable information about 
how your stomach is doing its 
work. As the opaque meal passes 
downward, it will reach the large 
intestine, which will throw a sha- 
dow of its outline on the screen and 
I can therefore study the large in- 
testine in the same way as the 
stomach was studied.

He felt that as these tulips grew and 
flourished, it would be fitting to say 
that they had been presented by a 
good American historian who came 
from Holland to a President, some 
of whose forefathers also came 
from Holland many generations 
ago. 

Dr. Van Loon loved Holland and 
suffered because of her bondage. 
He fought until his death to make 
us in this country realize the dan- 
gers of Fascism. He wanted us tg 
recognize the type of thinking that 
led to fascism and the type of char- 
acter that accepted Fascism. He 
knew that unless a people recog- 
nized the evils of this doctrine, any 
nation in the world could fall prey 
to the unrecognized infiltration of 
dangerous ideas. He was a very 
great man and a man to whom this 
country and the world owes a debt 
of gratitude.

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Says Juvenile 
Crime Problem 
Is Exaggerated 


The problem of juvenile delin- 
quency has been somewhat exag- 
gerated with resultant harm to the 
juveniles themselves, C. B. Hill, 
superintendent of the Child Wel- 
fare Board for Alberta, said 
Thursday, 


Actually, he said, there was a 
decrease in juvenile delinquency in 
1943 as compared to 1942, In 1943, he 
said, the total number of delinquent 
children appearing before a judge 
of the Juvenile court in Alberta was 
807 as comnered to 912 in 1942, Of 
these, he added, 269 were from Ed- 
monton and 232 from Calgary. 
EFFECT OF DISEASE 

In an address before the Optimist 
club at its regular weekly luncheon 
meeting at the Macdonald hotel, Mr. 
Hill pointed out that juvenile delin- 
quency is the effect of a social 
disease. 

It can be cured only by curing 
the main cause, he said, and the 
main cause is lack of proper co-op- 
eration between the three basic 
units of society—the home, the 
school and the church. 

Ih outlining the various features 
of the new Child Welfare Act of 
Alberta, Mr. Hill discussed the 
Child Welfare Act itself, juvenile 
courts, adoptions, and children of 
Unmarried Parents’ Act. 

As far as adoptions are concerned, 
M+. Hill said that as far as he knew, 
Alberta is the only province in Can- 
ada that gives an adopted child the 
same rights as other children, 


ISSUE CERTIFICATE 

An act passed last year, he said, 
provides for birth certificates to be 
issued for adopted children, show- 
ing. the child as the natural off- 
spring of its adopting parents. 

“There is no difference in the 
birth certificates of. an adopted 
child and others,” Mr. Hill said. 

He said that 439 children were 
placed in foster homes in 1943, 321 
of which were children under one 

year of age. 

A commission is appointed to 
administer the Child Welfare Act, 
he said, and at the present time 

is planning to expand its activi- 
ties, hoping to add two child wel- 
fare organizers to work in. the 
northern and southern parts of 
the province.
